Dear Ray: 

As to the FUGIO book I am the named author with others participating extensively. I am not a participant in 
the publication, distribution or selling. It may sound expensive but it will have colored images of all varieties in 
enlarged form. I hope I added new findings to the "restrike" fraud history. It almost matches the fraud in the 
original coinage arrangement. At least I am recommending changing the name of the coin to a COPPER so 
as to drop the use of the name CENT. Just imagine someone like me writing on the same subject almost 
sixty years between blasts. 

As to the use of the Hart and Tucker names in signing 1776 New Jersey paper money I checked my research 
files and I do not find any use of the Tucker name in the March issue. In the February issue both the Hart and 
Tucker names were used. The only photos I find with the Tucker name are 6 shillings with the names of 
JOHN HART, SAML HOW and SAML TUCKER and the L3 with the identical names. I have not checked my 
collection as it is in a bank vault but will do so if that is necessary. I presume you know that some 
February denominations with the first two names were captured by the British and put in circulation with only 
the two names on it (three required). These incompleted bills are found in collections. I suggest that your 
friend send me the denominations that he or she may know about with Tucker names to see if there are 
additions. If it becomes intriguing I can ask collector friends (David Gladfelter, etc.) to check further. 

I am always glad to hear from you and hope I have been a bit helpful. Eric

I found these by making a quick scan of the prices realized 
list. There may be others, in Ford, and earlier Another Hart, 
for example, sold in the Bass library, though I believe it 
brought less. 

Recently, an early numismatic book from the library of Jean 
Grolier sold at auction in Europe for around $75,000-$80,000. 
One or two other numismatic books in Grolier bindings have 
sold at auction for over $25,000, I believe. Several years 
ago, Douglas Saville and I bought together at auction a 1517 
first edition of Fulvio's "lllustrium Imagines" (for well 
over your threshold figure) and I placed it privately at 
over $50,000. It was one of only a few printed on vellum. 

I do not know if other numismatic books in this league have 
reached six figures but I would not be particularly surprised." 

"The above items derive their value intrinsically, though 
a Grolier binding makes a bit of a difference (the book noted 
above, in a nice 'anonymous' contemporary binding, would bring 
several thousand dollars at most, and vellum vs. rag stock 
enhances Fulvio's value by a factor of ten)."

NEW BOOK: UNITED STATES FUGIO COPPER COINAGE OF 1787 BY ERIC NEWMAN 

The latest new title on early U.S. coinage comes from the quill pen of nonagenarian 
Eric P. Newman of St. Louis. 'United States Fugio Copper Coinage Of 1787' is an 
expansion of his original article on the subject published by Wayte Raymond in the 
Coin Collectors Journal of January 1949. This is perhaps the longest period between 
a published numismatic research study and its current revision by the same author 
(nearly 60 years)! 

Eric writes: "Major important cooperating contributors to the book are Bill Noyes 
for the images; John Kraljevich for the refinement of the 18th century history; 
Kenneth Bressett for the clue to John Curtis as the Horatio Rust collaborationist 
in the distribution of the 19th century Fugio copper, silver and gold copies 
(falsely called New Haven "restrikes"); and Jon Lusk, the publisher and a 
stimulator for the project. Charles Davis is the distributor and promoter of the 
book." 

Charlie Davis writes: "In 1869 Sylvester Crosby put together a committee to write 
the "Early Coins of America." Within several years the committee had done little to 
move the project along, and Crosby found himself alone with the project, 
substantiating the maxim that when work is assigned to a committee, either no work 
is done or one person does it all. 

"With the 'United States Copper Fugio Coinage of 1787,' a committee of Newman, 

Noyes, Kraljevich, Lusk, and myself began the work at the 2007 EAC convention in St 
Louis. Dispelling the above theory, the work progressed rapidly, and drawing on the 
superb photo file of Bill Noyes, and the able assistance of specialists like Brian 
Greer, the book was on press eight months later. The group was so pro-active we 
were even able to include the new variety discovered by Stack's in December 2007 
and sold in their January 2008 sale. 

"Those who have not seen the book will immediately recognize the Noyes/Lusk format 
with 3x color photographs of obverses and reverses with diagnostic pointers placed 
around the circumference, with rarity levels and commentary for each variety. Eric 
has even written sections dealing with errors and patterns, areas not covered 
before. A final touch is the inclusion of a reprint of Eric's 1949 work from the 
Coin Collector's Journal, the last original work to be published on the subject. 

The book is available in two versions: blue cloth at $125.00, and half Morocco with 
a signed bookplate at $550.00. Each is plus shipping, and may be ordered from us 
Box 547, Wenham MA 01984."

Dear Eric, 

Your book arrived yesterday and I spent some time with it last evening. Have not yet had time to really study it or 
try to identify any pieces with it, but it looks like it will make the task much easier than anything in the past. The 
major deficiency is the lack of page numbers. This reflects poorly on the publisher, not you of course. It looks as if 
they rushed into publication without doing some of the final perfecting before finishing the work. Many of the 
pictures were not as good as those in the Ford catalog, while others were missing or in black and white. That was 
a little disturbing, but they were still quite sharp and useful. 

I noticed that they copied the material from your first work as it appeared in 1949, rather than the revised version 
of 1952. I couldn't figure why they did that, or why they added to it without comment. The quality of reproduction 
was not as good as it could be with today's technology. 

These things, of course, are but minor flaws and do not detract from the editorial effort that went into the book. It 
is lovely and will long be a standard reference. Now nobody will ever again find any excuse to use the so-called 
"Kessler numbers" for attribution. 

Thank you for all of your work on this essential book. Congratulations for further enlightening all of us about this 
important coinage. My contribution was minor, and I fully understand about the oversight of not mentioning my 
name. I very much appreciate the complimentary copy that you sent to me, and thank you very much.

Thank you for your sincere comments. As you perceived there was a rush by the publisher (Jon Lusk) with 
respect to the Fugio book. I never had the opportunity of seeing any of the later page proofs. I never saw any 
makeup. There are loads of typos which should have been caught, There is no content page, and as you 
readily observed there was no page numbering. 

The 18th century portion was prepared by Kraljevich and edited by me.but naturally most of it is not new. I do 
hope I have convinced everyone that the Fugios were not cents and should no longer be called by that 
name. The John Curtis and other citations in the Aftermath (Rust) section are new and should be worthwhile 
thanks to you The overlapping ring portion in the Waterbury copies portion is very technical and I researched 
and studied the pieces very carefully. I did not have the opportunity to clarify it sufficiently but I hope it can be 
understood because it is important to prove what a deceiver Rust was when pretending he was exchanging his 
"restrikes" with others for their coins. I still wonder if Crosby really thought the "restrikes" were from original dies 
as he specifically stated but I think he was being tactful and knew he was not being told the whole truth as he 
hinted in 1902. 

I had no control of the images as Bill Noyes worked on that for years. He is proud of the fine work he did but I 
believe he had little control over the American printer selected by the publisher. 

If I could prepare an Errata I might try but it is hard to do without original page numbering. 

All of the other participants tried to do me a favor by consolidating their and my material under my name so 
I realize their motives were very good. I am appreciative of their kindness. Fine quality is hard to achieve in 
haste as you well know. Let us see what others may have to say about the book.

Dear Jim: 

The reason you did not hear about the book is that it was a hurry up job which others wanted me to do. 

I had a large box of Fugio research material from the past and was offered lots of help from specialists. 

The undescribed numbers on the page with each image are the photo numbers of Bill Noyes who took some 
images with his color film Hassenblatt camera for years before the digital image availability. He recorded 
but did not wish to include the owner of each piece in their publication 

If you would be kind enough to send me the images of pieces which are improvements or omissions we may be 
able to have an addenda prepared which could also correct some of the mistakes in the book. 

You presented over the years loads of information on the matter in Colonial Newsletter and my publisher did 
not give me enough time to footnote part of the text. The information as to Rust's deceptiveness was a shock to 
me, particularly his relationship with John Curtis which is apparently all new To make up for Rust's fraud he 
probably gave his coin collection secretly to Notre Dame to relieve his conscience. Mattatuck, Yale and ANS 
all cooperated withj me so that I could present reversed images of their dies. I had particular cooperation from 
Louis Jordan at Notre Dame in finding the newspapers in which some of the Rust letter to the editor was 
located. 

I would like to ask you another question which is bothering me. How was the ring overlap and underlap cut 
into the matrix both to make the 18th century original hub and the 19th century copy hub or hubs? 

They must have solved a difficult problem cutting 13 rings in a closed circular chain but how could control the 
overlaps so smoothly on the surface of the rings near the perimeter and others farther from the perimeter On 
the "restrike" copies they used several combinations of overlaps but on the originals they are all the same 
pattern. I discuss this somewhat in detail as to what resulted but how did they do it? 

You have disseminated so much numismatic knowledge to all of us a little more will not hurt. Do not let your 
age interfere with your thinking and writing. If I learned anything at MIT it was "Think Straight and Keep 
Thinking".

At the present moment, I find myself between the proverbial rock and a hard place when it comes to numismatic 
(coin) illustrations. 

I trust that you have read the material regarding your book that has been published on the Coloinal-Coins 
eGroup. In particular - the various comments regarding the photographer who produced most of the 
illustrations in your book. It is clear, I believe, from those comments that there are collectors out there who are 
unhappy with their coins being reproduced in your book without credit or permission Privately I have learned 
that this is not the first instance where this has occurred., and the mood of the collectors whose images have 
been published is more than just unhappy - perhaps angry is a better term. Several people have advised me, 
privately, that they took their entire Fugio collections to that photographer, paid to have their coins photographed 
and paid again for prints. Now they show up in a book without permission or credit. 

There are a few other issues involved here but I will not go into those now as they are irrelevant. 

I got into deep trouble attempting to clarify and control the use of coin images loaned to the libraries of the 
various eSIGs. As a result, no one contributes images any longer (or even discusses them) and the attempt (by 
CNLF) to build a "public" reference source of images for attribution purposes is currently a failure. 

So - I have no interest at present in getting involved in the present unpleasantness regarding your book 
illustrations, ether by association or participation. That is my delima. 

Attached is an illustration of my ZZ reverse which will let you evaluate the descriptions given that reverse in your 
book. This is a very old image converted from black and white negative film by scanning and reversing. A new

Eric Newman's 'United States Fugio Copper Coinage Of 1787' is a long-awaited and 
welcome addition to the literature of U.S. colonial numismatics. The color 
photographs and diagnostic text seem quite useful. The text is well-written and 
eminently readable. I'm glad to have it in my library, and recommend it to all 
collectors of U.S. coinage, colonial or Federal. The Fugio coppers were the first 
coinage officially authorized by the new nation, and every collector should know 
about them. 

The following paragraph from Newman's text aptly sums up the series: 

"From the awarding of the contract to Jarvis over the superior proposal of Matthias 
Ogden, to the illegal distribution of government copper stock, to Jarvis' failed 
European sojourn, to his mumble-mouthed apologies to Congress, to Flint's rise and 
fall, the Fugio coppers seemed a cursed coinage, a study in failure, a comedy of 
repeated accidents and errors. Has the Fugio contract coinage experiment 
succeeded, American numismatic history may have turned out far different - perhaps 
contract coinages would have been the rule, precluding the founding of a Federal 
mint.

I'd reference a page number for the above quote, but there's a slight problem - the 
pages aren't numbered (it's page 16 by my count).

The glossy paper is excellent stock for printing the 3x color photographs of the 
obverses and reverses of the coins. The images are supplemented with diagnostic 
pointers and notes. 

Everything else I expect in a numismatic book is there in fine form - footnotes, 
bibliography, supporting material, and complete direct quotes from relevant source 
material. I enjoyed the sections on errors, 19th century copies, and numismatist 
Horatio N. Rust and the Fugio dies. Any bibliophile worth his salt would love to 
have found Rust's handwritten "Mem(oramdum) of Fugio cent" in Rust's personal copy 
of Crosby's "Early Coins of America." (transcribed on p22 or thereabouts). 

There are one or more pages for each of the die varieties, which are shown with 
rarity levels and commentary for each. The varieties are assigned Newman numbers, 
such as "Newman - 12 KK".

I am reluctant to comment 
because of a perceived and/or conflict of interest No review is all praises and should not be. The fact that the 
pages were unnumbered is a just criticism and I noticed it immediately when I opened the book. The reviewer 
however does not have to rub it in. I never saw any semifinal or final proofs except for the preliminary 
image pages In any book there are bound to be mistakes and with a rushed schedule as there was in this 
situation there usually are more 

What I believe is best is to prepare a brief Addendum and Errata and give it to purchasers. I think I can obtain 
a better image for the 13 ZZ. I do not know what can be done about the page numbering and welcome 
suggestions All of my addendum and errata is on hand now I do believe that this matter should be 
discussed with Jon Lusk as soon as convenient, perhaps before he returns from the West Indies which I was 
advised would be about April 1 I have not sent a copy of this message to Lusk, Noyes or Kraljevich but you are 
free to do so.

Dear Jim: 

In one of my previous messages to you I asked you how the interlocking, overlapping and underlapping chain 
of rings was prepared because I cannot determine how it was done in the preparation of the matrix. I realize 
that before the hub was prepared all of the rings might be punched again with a different tool where the overlap 
lines were to be and no rings showed any elimination of any prior lines where overcuts on the hub did not 
occur. Adding the overcut lines to the matrix could be accomplished by a deeper cut into the matrix. Was a 
partial ring used to cut the design? Was a whole ring used? This is keeping me up at night. 

I examined the same design on the 1776 Continental Currency Dollar (not quite three dimensional) and on the 
fractional Continental Congress paper money of Feb. 17, 1776 (two dimensional) but those seemed to be 
prepared with a compass with a sharp tool on the circumferential end. They had overlaps and clear spaces 
for underlap areas. On Franklin's original drawing he used a compass but retained all crossover lines at each 
intersection by changing the radius of his compass and using it in full swing.

After Emailing you yesterday I went to sleep and woke up in the middle of the night with the apparent answer to 
my inquiry to you. 

The rings were not punched into the matrix by a ring shaped punch but by a narrow groove cutter operating in a 
circular motion held by a small pivoted arm.

Sorry to be slow in replying to your thoughts on the Fugio Rings questions. My wife had a full left knee joint 
replacement a few weeks ago and I have recently been preoccupied caring for her. She is doing very well. 

My personal thinking about the rings is the following: 

1. Genuine Fugio rings are an under/over, under/over pattern continuously around the chain of links. With this 
pattern it does not matter how many links may be desired. 

2. On the "New Haven" fabrications the pattern is under/under, over/over as you move around the links. This 
will only work properly for an even number of links, so for 13 links there must be one one link that does not follow 
this repeating pattern. (In the upper right). 

3. The most recent engraver I know of who has done such work is the Gallery Mint guru Ron Landes who cut his 
Fugio replicas a few years ago. We should ask him, if we can locate him, how he accomplished the task. I have 
personally watched Ron work in his workshop in Arkansas (the old Gallery Mint) and it appeared to me that 
everything he did was by hand except lettering, and that required a special lettering jig. I have no idea how to 
contact him today since the "mint" folded recently. 

4. I have never concluded one way or another whether the original reverse tool was a positive or negative 
matrix. My inclination is that it was a positive handcut tool. I believe that would be an "easy" hand cut process 
for the rings. While your proposed method would, of course, work OK I do not believe that a jig of that sort would 
be necessary. 

More interesting, to me, is the change in the shape of the Sun's eyes, from round Owl eyes to narrow slits, on the 
Obverses. Have you ever noticed that? Also - why is the G in FUGIO almost always slightly low on almost all 
Obverses? I believe that indicates some sort of lettering tool by the diesinker. Flip the pages of your new book 
and watch these features as you rapidly move page to page. 

There are a lot of things like this that are curious, to say the least.

I do not 
know who they may be. I believe that they must have consented to having the images taken and do not know if 
they paid anything for the images or not. Assuming that the source of the images is still available I would be 
glad to try to put those facts into another edition of the FUGIO book if there ever is one written by me.. I do not 
see how I can do it in an addenda. 

In the past it was not uncommon for a profit intended venture to pay a modest royalty fee for an image 
furnished to use in a publication but between not for profit operations and educational endeavors 
that was usually not done.

Hello Eric! I was at the EAC convention in Dallas when Jim Spilman first posted comments on the Fugio book 
and the photographs therein, so I am a few days late in getting back to you on all this. 

As you probably know, Rob Retz paid Bill Noyes to photograph most (if not all) of the specimens that are plated 
in your book. Bill does not work for free, unless it is something that he is doing on his own, or as a favor to a 
collector. Rob's family was - understandably! - upset that the photos that Rob paid for, and the collections 
that Rob specifically got access to for photography were used by Bill without credit or mention that they were 
arranged and paid for by someone else! 

Rob's widow, Margaret, knows that you weren't involved in this aspect of the book, and she knows that you 
were Rob s friend. I think she is upset at Bill Noyes for what she sees as some borderline dishonesty in getting 
paid to take the pictures and then getting paid for publishing the pictures. You and I have already discussed 
the book project itself - because of the many delays on our end, you had no idea that Rob's book was still in 
the works, and no one blames you for wanting to get this information out there! Incidentally, the information is 
great - the section on the New Havens is some of the best research I've seen, period. 

We still plan to go ahead with Rob's book, but the family and people involved have decided to wait a couple 
years to do so. We figured that 2-3 years down the road your book should be sold out, or nearly so, and the 
market could then handle another volume on the series. In that time, there may be a new discovery' or two as 
well, who knows. Rob's book will have some things to offer that complements yours - a Condition Census, and 
Mike McLaughlin's VERY detailed die state study, for instance. So I don't see the books as competing in any 
way, but rather giving collectors of the series a more complete picture - with, of course, some duplication of 
information and, since the photos were paid for by Rob, some duplication of photography (though we will try to 
plate different examples where we can - if, for instance, your book plates the finest known of a given variety 
say an AU coin, we may try to plate the second finest, an EF, if there is sufficient detail to the piece to warrant 


In any case, we would definitely be interested in hearing the details of any supplement to your work - and if 
that supplement includes photography credits, it would probably be in good form to list the ones that Rob had 
paid for (for example "Photo from A. Terranova collection, photo arranged by Rob Retz" or something alonq 
those lines). 

I hope all is well in St. Louis! I enjoyed seeing you at last year's EAC. I have not forgotten your request for my 
old price lists that you don't have in your library - your letter is sitting here on my desk! The problem is in 
locating them, as they are in a box somewhere.. .but whatever numbers I still have will be winging their way to 
you shortly, with my compliments and deepest respect.

Dear Eric, 

I understand that my timing isn't great. I'll try to plan a trip later in the year with more lead time. 

The only method I know of for accurate non-destructive interior elemental analysis is neutron analysis. Don 
Gordus' preference was to analyze a tiny smaple (10 micrograms or so) scraped off the edge but the entire coin 
can be used instead. I no longer have convenient access to a nuclear reactor since the federal government 
decided to support fewer research reactors and the one at our university has been decommissioned. What I have 
been using is an scanning electron microscope which is much faster and cheaper to use but it doesn't penetrate 
very deep. I should look into access to reactors to get a sense of the current cost and availability of an appropriate 
facility.

Hi Eric: 


Yesterday, I got a chance to really study the new Fugio variety for the first time. It's obverse 13 and a new 
UNITED STATES reverse - what is the naming protocol for new varieties? I think it most resembles D, so 
perhaps DD would be a good choice? 

It has crude denticles like a Club Rays reverse. RE of ARE are both double cut at their vertical left sides. W is 
partially over R (somewhat like a normal X, thus there may be other low grade pieces out there attributed as 13- 
X), AR is close, E of ONE is large and hits the border, but NE is lower than on the similar O reverse. The die state 
of the obverse is late, perhaps before X or after X and a round of lapping. The die rotation is medal turn (like the 
M reverses), and the weight is substantial at 168 grains. 

The discovery coin is VF or so, light brown with no corrosion, perhaps lightly cleaned once but perfectly nice. I'll 
have a digital image soon to send along to you. 

It was discovered at Stack's a few weeks ago - the week I left! 

Also, Brian Greer has given us some very useful additions and corrections - minor things overall, but little 
modifications that make Bill's text descriptions clearer. He has asked that I pass any significant changes along to 
you, which I will do as I process them.

I have much new material on the restrike situation. I am convinced that the restrikes including the silver ones 
with stars in the rings are all Scoville strikings from the new reproduction dies they prepared. I think they used 
the obverse matrix from an original Rust find to begin to create their new obverse as that matrix (we have 
strikings from it) originally had no lettering, no date and no cinquefoils. The restrike reverse is entirely new with 
thin rings and a completely different set of overlap order of rings as I previously mentioned. 

I telephoned the Mattatuck Historical Society and they are looking for the die they are alleged to have but so far 
they have not found it. They have a new curator who is an art curator but is trying to be cooperative. Do not 
send me my material for that reason as I have no image of it in there. If you go to ANS you could go to the 
Damon Douglas papers as he probably saw the Mattatuck die or a photo and gave it a number. Perhaps some 
friend might do it for you such as Frank Campbell who is always wonderful to me. 

Huntington Library in San Marino California has found some new Rust material which I will receive shortly. I will 
write up the Rust saga in rough form to submit to you as soon as I do a little more work. He contradicts himself 
and is such a slicker that he is a character by himself. 

Thank you for doing so much on this project when you have so much to do starting a business. I will talk to you
